Vice Presidents 
The Vice Presidents - five wonderful ladies - met with me and the 
other officers three different times to report on their committees. 


Community Activities 

Jenny Kinsella, Vice President of Community Activities, reported 
that there are 40 members of the Delegate Committee who maintain 
the liaison role between their church and the Medical Center. In 
October, a luncheon was held in their honor. The Child's Free Care 
Fund continues the tradition begun in 1885 of providing assistance 
to children with very special needs. 


The Social Service Committee continued its outreach to hundreds of 
families with financial assistance for transportation, 
prescriptions, food and other basic necessities. Also, they 
distribute the hand knitted coverings for the infants and preemies 
made by our members and delegates. 


The Pediatric Committee reported $2,900 for the Family Violence 
Program to help underwrite the various expenses of the program. 


Medical Center 

Chris Chesley, Vice President of Medical Center Activities, helped 
make the arrangements for the speakers of our monthly meetings, as 
well as maintaining contact with her committee chairmen. She 
reports that $8,212 was appropriated by the Board to decorate one 
of three treatment rooms in the Cancer Treatment Center. A mural 
by a Chicago artist, Susan Michod, was completed and the patients 
and staff seem to greatly appreciate our efforts to add some visual 
comfort. 


The Child Psychiatry/Rush Day School Committee was granted $8,300 
to meet a special request by Dr. Poznanski for specific items 
needed by her staff. I represented the Woman's Board at a special 
dedication ceremony planned by the children from the Day School. 
The children expressed their gratefulness for the outside play 
equipment which the Board provided. 


The Women's Center Committee was granted $5,100 to purchase five 
new bassinets for the Perinatal Center. The Committee maintains 
contact with Dr. Wilbanks and Dr. Gotoff. 


Fundraising 

Jean Lowe, Vice President of Fundraising Activities, reported that 
the Board Members' Fund raised $23,180. This fund helps defray the 
cost of office expenses; we need to find ways to increase the fund. 


The Art Gallery continues to add interest to an otherwise dull 
corridor in the Atrium! Because the exhibiting artists share 15% 
of their sales, $420 has been contributed. 


Our Gift Shop Committee has had quite a year! Noel Kemp did a 
magnificent job in keeping the shops working during the illness and 
death of Maureen Gibbons. She worked with and encouraged our new 
manager, Julie Phelan. Because of the dedication of that staff who 
worked so hard during that five month period, the earnings were 
stable. 


The Rush Travel Desk has been nurtured and cared for by hours of 
work by Ashley Maentz and Becky Jones. A full evaluation will be 
made now that a year has gone by. The Woman's Board benefitted by 
over $7,500 - but that amount can and will improve with greater use 
of our Desk by the Medical Center. 


In-Service Activities 

Doris Richards, Vice President of In-Service Activities, had a busy 
year because of the move of the Patient's Library. Our librarian, 
Midge Cogan, along with the help of Jackie Barnes and Janet Ashby, 
will be initiating new programs to make the library useful to the 
children and to the greater family of Rush. There is a new book 
cart which Midge will have on the floors at the hospital on a more 
routine basis. 


The Art Cart Committee made so many changes and repairs during the 
'89-90 year, that none were necessary this year. 


The Craft Program provides kits for patients who need small hand 
projects. They hope to extend their help to JRB this next year. 


Gerontology is a new committee established this year in the hope of 
adding help in some way to the JRB family. 


The Volunteer Committee did a survey to determine board members 
interest and intent. There are twenty one active volunteers from 
our board. There are a multitude of openings at the hospital, 
especially since the nursing shortage is becoming crucial, and 
everyone is encouraged to give a few hours a month. 


The Chapel and Flower Committee continues their faithful dedicated 
help in assisting in the Memorial Services held four times a year 
for those families who have lost loved ones at Rush. The Committee 
is the Altar Guild; it provides the care of the vestments and 
flowers in the chapel. Supportive literature is made available and 
with the help of the Gideons, bibles are available in every room. 


Membership Relations 
Tory Fesmire, Vice President of Membership Relations, and her 
committee announced the new changes in committee chairmen. 


Peg Thompson will have a new year book available next month. 


Diane Kelly and the Membership Committee introduced four delightful 
new members.

The enormous number of hours are given by our Board to the hospital 
with our various committee responsibilities. In addition, we 
continue to work towards supporting our special project, The 
Woman's Board Depression Treatment & Research Center in the new 
Rush Institute of Mental Well-Being. With the enthusiasm of Karen

Committee, we hope to receive $5 million dollars by 1994.

A little TLC for 
Illinois nurses

f you’ve ever wanted to hug a 

nurse, this is the week to do 

it—after making sure a little 

tender loving care is OK with 

the nurse, of course. If you are 
a nurse, give yourself a pat on the 
back. . 

This is Illinois Nurses Week, 
proclaimed by the governor as a 
time to show appreciation for 
nurses throughout the state. 

Leading the festivities will be the 
Illinois Nurses Association, which 
represents about 5,000 registered 
nurses in Illinois. The 20 INA 
districts will be holding annual 
meetings and dinners for 
members. 

Nurses also will offer free blood 
and health neko at various 
locations, along with career-day 
outreach programs. 

Of the 117,000 registered nurses 
licensed by the state, about 98,000 
live in Illinois. Of that number, 
said Pam Towne, associate 
administrator of the INA, 65 
percent work in hospitals, 7 
percent work in long-term care or 
nursing homes and the rest work ° 
in home health, public health, 
occupational health, ambulatory 
care and other areas. 

Admissions and enrollments are 
up in nursing schools, and a 
significant percentage of students 
are individuals switching careers, 
Towne said. Also, a shortage of 
nurses is making nursing a more 
viable career choice, she said. 

“I think nurses are successful in 
demanding and receiving more 
respect in the workplace and in 
making their voices heard and 
advocating for patients,” Towne 
said.

By Genevieve Buck 


f Desirée Glapion Rogers 

were to buy a ticket for 

tonight’s Lotto, it would be a 

quick pick. No fussing with 

magical combinations de- 
noting birthdays, ages, anniver- 
saries. Even with her MBA from 
Harvard University, even with 
her penchant for the phrase 
“game plan,” Rogers would still 
leave it to luck. 

Ditto for her husband, John, 
whose only lottery win—albeit a 
healthy $10,000 prize in the 
New Jersey game when he was a 
student at Princeton Universi- ~ 
ty—resulted from an instant 
ticket. Currently the president of 
his own $1.5 billion-dollar 
money management firm here in 
Chicago (Ariel Capital Manage- 
ment), John Rogers Jr., says, “I 
only believe in those instant 
ones—the kind you scratch to 
see the numbers.” 


Alas, neither can buy lottery 
tickets here anymore. When De- 
sirée Rogers became director of 
the Illinois State Lottery in 
March, she and her family abdi- 
cated the chance to win all those 
legendary pots of gold. 

That, however, may be the. 
only downside to being appoint- 
ed to a position that has ca- 
tapulted her to a high-power role 
both in the state and in Chicago. 
She is, in effect, the head of a 
$1.6 billion business, one that 
reaps some $594 million in pro- 
fits for the state annually. And, 


she intends to make it a $2 bil- 
lion business by this time next 
year. 

With her husband already a 
‘force in Chicago business and 
politics, Desirée now has more 
than come into her own. To- 
gether, they are considered one 
of Chicago’s most dynamic 
couples. 


A ‘couple with clout’ 


They certainly have a lot going 
for them. 

Both are brainy. Very. 

A native of New Orleans, De- 
sirée comes from a family of edu- 
cators, went to Eastern schools, 
traveled abroad, is conversant 
with the gracious things of life. 

He-comes from a prominent, 
high-profile family. His father is , 
John Rogers Sr., Juvenile Court 
judge in Cook County Circuit 
Court; his mother is Jewel Lafon- 
tant, attorney, longtime Republi- 
can, friend of presidents and cur- 
rently U.S. ambassador-at-large 
for refugee affairs. 

He’s often described as a mil- 
lionaire; her salary is $60,348. 
With their 14-month-old daugh- 
ter, Victoria, they live on presti- 
gious East Lake Shore Drive 
(where they recently hosted a wel- 
come-to-the-building party for pal, 
Oprah Winfrey). Ak 

Their list of philanthropic ac- 
tivities is long, putting them high 
up on the social scene. Her big 
concerns are children and educa- 
tion (Chicago Children’s Museum, 
Chicago Foundation for Educa- 
tion, Children’s Memorial Hospi- 
tal). He’s very big on Princeton, 
the Chicago Urban League, Navy 
Pier Committee and basketball— 
he wouldn’t mind owning a pro- 
fessional franchise some day, 
though talk always links him to

politics first. 

In its July issue, Chicago maga- 
zine named them one of this 
city’s 10 “most influential 
couples”—or, “couples with 
clout”—along with Walter and 
Dawn Clark Netsch, Susan and 
Lewis Manilow, Kathy Osterman 
and Bruce DuMont. 

As the youngest agency direc- 
tors in state government—she 
turned 32 on June 16—Desirée 
Rogers has been on the job for 
just four months, but has set her- 
self a challenging goal: “The Illi- 
nois lottery is at $1.6 billion in 
sales. My fiscal year has just 
begun. Hopefully, by July 1, 1992, 
I will have reached my goal. I 
want us to top §2 billion.” 

People who’ve worked with her 
believe she just may do it. 

“She’s off to a good start,” says

Mike Belletire, executive assistant 
to Gov. Jim Edgar for economic 
and policy concerns—otherwise 
known as Rogers’ boss. “She’s set 
some high sights for where the 
lottery can go. She’s not prepared 
to accept the fact that we have a 
stagnant business.” 

“She’s a natural for the job,” 
says Larry Levy, chairman of the 
_Levy Organization (a multi-facet- 
ed corporation encompassing res- 
taurants, food service, real estate), 
where Rogers worked for two 
years as director of development

for the Lobby Shop (newsstand) 
division of the company. 

“She was a fabulous executive 
in our company, always with a 
very clear idea of what she was 
trying to accomplish,” he says. 
“She’s good at getting people to 
march to her vision.” 

For Rogers, the job is the new- 
est challenge that she always 
structures into her life. “I’ve 
never really had one mentor, but 
from my parents on, I’ve always 
had someone there saying ‘You 
can do it. Go for it.’ And I 
gained the confidence that I 
could do anything I wanted.” 

The fact that the profits from 
the lottery go toward education 
make it even “more appealing 
and a personally challenging 
job,” she adds. 


‘She was a star 


“My parents have always had a 
great res for education,” she 
says, noting that she chose Wel- 
lesley College (where she majored 
in political science and econom- 
ics) and Harvard because “they’re 
the best.” Her mother, Joyce, 
operates day-care centers and her 
father, Roy, is associate director 
of athletics for New Orleans pub- 
lic schools. : 

Before going on to Harvard, she 
worked for two years—first for 
the Xerox Corp. in sales, then as 
a supervisor for AT&T. “It was 
part of my game plan,” says 
Rogers. “I knew I never wanted 
to be a salesperson, but I wanted 
to understand the skill. And I 
wanted an introduction to 
managing people as a way to in- 
fluence their work.” 

With her MBA on her resume, 
she moved to Chicago in 1985 to 
take a job with AT&T in opera- 
tions. 

Two years later, she moved to 
AT&T’s New Jersey headquarters. 
And “three weeks after I moved, 


| John proposed, ring in hand,” she

said. 

So it was back to Chicago 
where she accepted the job with 
the Levy Organization. “When I 
started, we had five newsstand op- 
erations, 30 when I left. It was a 
wonderful opportunity to be in-' 
volved in all aspects of a small 

usiness.” 

“She was a Star,” says Levy, 
“but by then she wanted to run 
her own company.” 

She founded Museum Opera- 
tions Consulting Associates 
(MOCA), a firm specializing in 
operating and providing consul- 
ting services to museum retail 
stores. It was when she and a 
partner were running this business 
that members of Edgar’s transi- 
tion team suggested she apply for 
a state job. 


New leadership 


Now heading a staff of 330 peo- 
ple, Rogers’ goals primarily invol- 
ve cost management and in- 
creasing sales via more creative 
marketing. 

Belletire gives her high marks. 
“She’s set businesslike priorities 
about what she needs to know 
about the organization. She’s as- 
tute when it comes to sensitive 
issues that affect the lottery, like 
criticisms about where the money 


goes. 

“She’s made some of the first 
changes in the managerial struc- 
ture in years,” says Belletire. 
“That’s a sign of a take-charge at- 
titude that the governor appre- 
ciates.” And, this is a biggie: 
“She’s made the wise decision to 
review the advertising in- 
volved with the lottery.” (Th 
Chicago office of Bozell, which 
handles the $21.5 million account, 
has not been reviewed since the 
lottery was started in 1974). 

Though some consider her age 
and lack of political experience as 
potential negatives, Belletire says, 
“She’s not the first person who 
didn’t have substantive govern- 
ment experience before taking on 
a state job. As for her age, some 
of the largest companies in Amer- 
ica have been built by people 
under 40.” 


Referring to both age and expe- 
rience, Rogers says, “coming in 
fresh can have advantages. There 
are no predisposed inclinations.” 

But, according to Belletire, 
“She’s certainly been a breath of 
fresh air. Probably a bit of a chal- 
lenge for employees who have 
been around a long time. She 
doesn’t get things done by 
coddling people. I describe her as 
‘firm but fair.’ She tries to be 
cooperataive with her staff, but 
she challenges them.” 


His, hers, theirs 


_What’s she like when she’s De- 
sirée Rogers, wife, friend? 

“She’s bright and personable; 
John’s smart and savvy. They’re 
both fun to be with,” says 
longtime friend, Linda Johnson 
Rice, president and chief operat- 
ing officer of Johnson Publishing 
Co., Inc. “Together, the sky’s the 
limit for them. They'll play a big 
part in Chicago’s future.” 

Married in May 1988, they first 
lived in a modern building, Olym- 
pia Center, with modern far 
nishings. “I called that apartment 
‘his,’ ” she smiles. “Now we’re in 
a traditional building and I call 
this one ‘mine.’ ” 

Walls are studded with large

fapidly” developing “ih” the “neuros-~ ~thefashtonab 


ciences, genetics, clinical 
psychiatry, psychopharmacology, 
nutrition, cognitive psychiatry and 
learning theory to make people 
well. 


Rush’s program has already 
earned a reputation nationally as a 
center where patients with the 
most resistant forms of depression 
have the best chance of improve- 


ment. With proper funding, a na- 
tional institute in mental 
disorders, with its major emphasis 
on depression, will provide the op- 
portunity for Rush’s clinical 


department to develop new and 
more effective treatments for 
depression and related illnesses. 


Reportedly, leading clinicians 
and investigators who now work in 
isolation will be brought together 
in order to apply the fruits of basic 
research to improving treatment 
outcomes. The focus will be on 
providing diagnosis, treatment and 
follow-up in an ambulatory care 
setting. Patients receiving expert 
referral and consultation services 
will be directed either to a private 
psychiatrist or to participation in 
one of the center’s cutting-edge 
clinical studies. 

Diagnostic criteria and treat- 
ment techniques for the less 
recognized, sub-clinical forms of 
depression will be developed and 
tested as well.
